fmarine commander. 

Secretary Lansing’s second note, al- 
ready probably in the hands of the 
Aystrian Foreign Minister, and made 
public here today, renews the demands 
of the United ates and says the de- 
talls to which Austria refers in her re- 
ply to the first American communica- 
tion, are in no war essential to the 
discussion. It emphasizes that con- 
tinuance of good relations between the 
two countries depends upon the action 
of the Austrian government. The full 
text of the note, which ts addressed to 
American Ambassador Penfield, fol- 
lows:

. James Barton, 
chairman of the National Committee 
for Armenian and Serbian Relief, wiro 
today made public the text of the 
protest. 
In a statement Dr. Barton said that 
Count Ernst von Reventiow, a Ger- 
man naval expert, according to 4 
story published in the Tages Zeitung, 
strongly defended Turkey's massacre 
of the Armenians om the basis of mili- 


tary necessity. 

“One wonders whether Von Re- 
ventlow knows that throughout the 
length and breadth of the Turkish 
empire, after the men (who only were 
capable of revolution, but who, ac- 
cording to every known evidence, did 
not revolt,) had nearly all been dis- 
posed of, the attack fell upon the 
widows and orphans, who were driven 
from their homes by hundreds of 
thousands, at the point of the bayo- 
net,” commented the doctor. 

“It ts possible that Von Reventlow 
knows that fully one-half of these 
refugees miserably perished from vio- 
lence, exposure ana starvation. 

“He must be ignorant of the sick- 
ening reports made oy many eye- 
witnesses—American, Italian, British, 
German—<ivil and official, who tell 
of seeing these helpless, inoffensive 
women and girls brained because 
they clamored for food or forced into 
Islam, because, perchance, they were 
comely; of women throwing their 
babies into rivers or over precipices 
to gave them from the impending hor- 
ror of continued existence. 

“He cannot have known that on Au- 
gust 9 of this year, in Constantinuple. 
the German Ambassador, in the name 
of his iampertal master, filed a pro- 
test against these horrors with the 
Turkish government, couched in the 
following words: ; 

e German Embassy regrete to 
have to realize that, according to in- 
formation received from impartial 
and reliable sources, acts of violence 
such as and plunders, 
which could not be justified by the 
aim that the imperial government was 
pursuing, instead of being checked by 
the local authorities, regularly fol- 
lowed the expulsion of Armenians, so 
that must of them perished before 
reaching their destination. It is chiefly 
from the provtueces of Trebizond. 
Diarbekir and Erzeroum that these 
facts ate reported; in some places, 
as in Mardin, all Christians without 
distinction of race or religion had the 
same fate.

ENIUSES FLOOD 
WAR DEPARTMENT 


4 DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Invent- 
ors have been flooding the War De- 
partment with suggestions since the 
outbreak of the European war, the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications 
having reviewed an average of 300 
Pproposals.a month, according to its 
annual report made public today. A 
new system has been inaugurated, 
under which department heads will 
pass on these suggestions in the first 
instance relieving the board of much 
useless labor, as many of them have 
no value. 

The board is at work, the report 
shows, on schemes to prevent - the 
erosion of guns, developing new 
equipment for field artillery, shore- 
control. systems, submarine mines 
and ‘torpedoes, range finders, search- 
lights, photographic apparatus and 
many other devices for the army It 
has — for $300,000 to continue its 
work. 

Among the board's recommenda- 
tions is that for the purchase of the 
Hammond radio-dynamic torpedo 
patents, for the acquisition and in- 
stallation of which Congress has been 
asked to appropriate $947,000. Dur- 
ing the yéar the board examined and 
tested the Krupp field gun caisson 
designs, which have been found to 
be’ in no way superior to American 
patterns. Experiments with other 
foreign-bullt equipment have 
delayed by the European war. .An- 
other German invention discarded 
was the Fontanamast, a field artil- 
lery observation. platform. The board 
> angen the equipment developed by

BEFORE GREAT BATTLE SENT 
TO BELGIANS APPEAL NOT 
TO RESIST GERMANS.

Gen. Von Emmich died ef arterti- 


osclerosis. 

“Despite the admonitions of Em- 
peror William,” says the news agen- 
cy, “Gen. Von Emmich was utterly

Gen. Von Emmich was commander 
of the Tenth. Army Corps. He fig- 
ured prominently in the early events 
of the war, being in command of the 
German, troops which invaded Bel- 
gium. ft was he who issued en ap- 
peal to the Belgian people not to re- 
sist the Germans. 

The heavy loss of life of the Ger- 
mans at Liege was said to have shat- 
tered the confidence of the general, 
and a report that he had committed 
suicide gained wide currency in Aug- 
ust of last year. He was decorated 
with the Order of Merit last June. 

Gen. Von Emmich joined the army 
on the day of ‘s victory over 
Austria at Sadowa in 1866. He 
fought as a lieutenant in the Franco- 
Prussian war, was made colone)] in 
1897, and in 1901 attained the rank 
of major-general. He became lieu- 
tenant-general and commander of the 
Tenth Corps in 1905. 

Von Emmich came Hanover 
during the middle of Octo to re- 
cuperate, and his death was a

surprise, as few persons knew that his 


condition was serious. He remained 
in active service until Emperor Wil- 
liam ordered him to take a rest.

LONG BEACH, Dec. 22.—Officials 
of the California Shipbuilding Com- 
pany have been offered the contract 
for the construction of a $500,000 
freight steamship and they wil) prob- 
ably accept the contract {f they find 
that its constguction will not inter- 
fere with the work of completing the 
five government submarines, three of 
which will be started within a short 
time. 

‘The actual acceptance of the con- 
tract for the steamship wil) not come 
up for settlement before the ship- 
building concern takes over the yards 
of the Craig Shipbuilding Company 
about the first of the year. If the job 
of building this big freighter is taken. 
it is probable that the working force 
of the shipyard wil) be doubled. Car- 
loads of stee] are now being received 
at the yards for the submarines, and 
the hum of industry permeates the 
entire harbor section. 

BLANKET ORDDR. 

Vv. R. G. Wilbur, manager of the 
Golden State Woolen Millis, the in- 
fant industry of the harbor district. 
stated today that orders have been 
received for the making of 100,000 
yards of blankets and the working 
force of the mills, which have been 
running day and night shifts for the 
past two months getting out blankets 
for the Carranza government in Mex- 
ico, will be augmented. 

Although Mr. Wilbur would not 
vtate where the new blanket consign- 
tnent is going, it ts hinted that the 
Carranza government wants more 
blankets. Hundreds of them are be- 
tng shipped to New York. 

DEEP-SEA FISHING. 

To fish for tuna far out at sea, as 
far as 200 miles from land, is the pur- 
pose of a local canning company 
which ts now building a fleet of fish- 
ing boats for operation in the early 
summer. Eight of these vessels are. 
being constructed at Tacoma They 
are euch forty-two feet long, have a 
beam of ten feet, and are equipped 
with a thirty-five-horse-power motor. 

A tender, on the plan of.a Gloucea- 
ter fisherman, is also being built in 
Tacoma. The fleet will be so equipped 
that the vessels can stay out on the 
fishing grounds for weeks, If necés- 
sary, the tender bringing in the fish 
and taking out supplier The com- 
pany states that every tuna that is 
caught can be marketed,
